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THE USE OF NYLON IN FELTS FOR{PAPER 
BOARD AND ASBESTOS CEMENT

‘‘ASBESTOS’’ has just finished reading the report 
on the above subject and believe our readers will be inter- 
ested in the part devoted to nylon felts for asbestos ce- 
ment. 

I have spent much of my leisure time in attending 
lectures and reading articles on paper makers’ felts, and 
not the least pleasure I anticipate from writing this article 
comes from the knowledge that with the title I have chosen, 
a great many members of the felt making fraternity will, 
in similar manner, spend some of their leisure time in 
reading my notes. I do not anticipate they will get any 
more information from my article than I have obtained 
from theirs, but certainly the subject I have chosen is 
more controversial than the general run of articles on pa- 
per makers’ felts. 

The first felt which we sold containing a proportion of 
nylon was for asbestos cement production way back in 
1948. That felt contained 25 per cent nylon, of necessity 
waste, because virgin nylon was not freely available at 
that time, but even so, considerably improved results were 
noted by the user, and with amazing rapidity the inclu- 
sion of nylon became standard in felts for the asbestos 
cement industry. We experienced little or no practical dif- 
ficulty in producing these felts, but the conviction was 
growing in our minds that for the asbestos cement indus- 
try a felt of 100 per cent nylon would ultimately be made 
and it seemed reasonable to expect such a felt to give a 
vastly improved life. It was not until August 1953, that 
we delivered our first all-nylon felt for the asbestos ce- 
ment industry, and it was due to the good offices of one 
of our customers, from whom we had received considerable 
encouragement, that we were able to see this felt installed 
on the machine and to observe carefully its behavior. The 
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results convinced us without doubt that with the co-opera- 
tion of the user the all-nylon felt was capable of giving re- 
sults hitherto unthought of and we immediately tackled 
the job of moving the whole of our production of felts for 
the manufacture of asbestos eement products towards the 
100 per cent synthetic type. We were aware that it had 
been stated quite categorically by the highest authorities 
that nylon was quite unsuitable for the warp of a felt due 
to its excessive stretch and dimensional instability, and it 
was this inherent feature of nylon which absorbed so 
much of our attention. Not only had we to cope with the 
problem of dimensional stability in regard to the length 
of the felt, but because the finishing of a nylon felt is 
quite different to the conventional type where the felt is 
actually milled and reduced in width until it is the correct 
size, we had to take the most special care in weaving to 
certain measurements vwrhich would give the correct run- 
ning width when the felt was fitted onto the machine. To 
produce a felt which would always run at the same width, 
with perhaps a tolerance of plus or minus 2 per cent, 
meant attention in detail to the stresses and strains to 
which the yarn was subjected in all processes before it 
became a woven cloth. Furthermore, to ensure reproduc- 
ible results it became essential to cut out every possible 
variable, and so the comparatively cheap but suspect waste 
nylon had to go and all our felts were made from virgin 
nylon staple. It is pleasing to recall at this stage, the help 
and co-operation we had from British Nylon Spinners 
Ltd., who eventually tailor-made for us a nylon fibre with 
many of the characteristics we required and which we con- 
sidered desirable in the felt we were designing. 

Very often the original felts we supplied were short 
and difficult to put on the machine and consequently many 
inches overwidth when received by the user. There was 
always the tendency for the machine operative to cut off 
some of the extra width before the felt was stretched, in 
ignorance of the fact that as the felt was stretched the 
width would be reduced. When the felt was wet out on the 
machine it continued to stretch and this, being contrary 
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to the usual type of felt, immediately created the illusion 
to some experienced operators that it was all wrong. 

Many experiments were made to stabilize the size of 
the felt and shortly we were completely successful in this 
respect. Unfortunately we had so altered the fibre in this 
process that the life was reduced to something like that ob- 
tained from a conventional non-nylon felt. Much of our 
profits during the past few years have been expended in 
dealing with this problem. We solved the difficulty of ex- 
cessive width before we solved that of lengthwise stretch, 
and it is only comparatively recently that we have been 
able to confidently say that a reasonable long felt of all- 
nylon construction can be supplied and put on the machine 
and run without adding in some way to the usually inad- 
equate rack room provided on those machines. 

With the utmost confidence we can now make this 
Statement to any maker of asbestos cement sheets and 
pipes. ‘‘If you are prepared to clothe one machine solely 
with our all-nylon felts for a period of six months and to 
maintain on the whole the same crew of men, we can guar- 
antee that at the end of that period your felt costs per ton- 
nage of saleable asbestos cement products will be much 
lower than by using felts containing less than 50 per cent 
of nylon.’’ We stipulate six months because there will be 
some initial difficulties. We have to hit on the correct size 
to run on each particular machine and under particular 
conditions. That calls for some trial and error, but once 
we have got the size then there is no question but that we 
can repeat the results indefinitely. Furthermore the ma- 
chine operatives must become accustomed to a felt which 
behaves in some’ ways rather differently to the conventional 
type, and they must become used to a washing procedure 
which can be carried out on the machine on each available 
opportunity and not only when the felt has become so 
choked that it has lost porosity. 

We are glad now that we took the plunge in aiming 
directly towards the 100 per cent nylon felt instead of tak- 
ing the perhaps easier course of gradually increasing the 
nylon content. Had we adopted the second course we may 
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have delayed our difficulties but nevertheless we would 
finally have had to face them and they would have been 
no less severe.

The Flintkote Company, in another major move in its 
program of expansion and diversification, recently an- 
nounced its entry into the chemical field by the acquisition 
of the United States Lime Products Corporation of Los 
Angeles, California the largest producer of lime products 
in the West. 

I. J. Harvey, Jr. Flintkote president, said acquisi- 
tion of the forty-three year old lime business had been 
arranged by the purchase of 98 per cent of the stock of the 
corporation for cash. He added the minority stockholders 
would be offered the opportunity of selling their shares 
on a like basis. 

United States Lime Products Corporation, with an- 
nual sales currently estimated at $5,000,000, will ultimate- 
ly operate as a division of Flintkote. 

In 1951, the United States Lime Products Corpora- 
tion purchased a portion of the Henderson Basic Magne- 
sium Plant at Henderson, Nevada. At this plant, the com- 
pany manufactures its well known and patented ‘‘Mir- 
acle Lime.”’ 

Kennedy Ellsworth, the present executive vice presi- 
dent of the company, will direct the operation of this new 
Flintkote Division, The company’s sales offices at Los An- 
geles, San Francisco and Portland and warehouse facili- 
ties in Los Angeles, San Francisco and Oakland will be 
maintained. In addition, it was announced that the pres- 
ent personnel of the company, approximately 275 in num- 
ber, will be absorbed into the Flintkote Company. 

This announcement is the latest in a series of moves 
by The Flintkote Company in a $20,000,000 planned pro- 
gram of expansion and diversification. 
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85% MAGNESIA SERVED 40 YEARS; 
SPECIFIED FOR MODERN PLANT 


Boiler plant modernization was decided upon at Gra- 
ton & Knight’s leather tannery at Worcester, Mass., when 
preliminary engineering studies convinced management 
that $60,000 could be saved annually with the installation 
of a new boiler and steam turbine. Operations to date in- 
dicate that the required investment of $215,000 will result 
in the anticipated savings. 

The Worcester plant of this company, founded in 
1851, employs 500 people. It is engaged in the manufac- 
ture of industrial leather products, including leather belt- 
ing, packing, textile leather, strapping and eases. 

The fact that process steam demands at 15 psi closely 
follow electrical requirements is an important factor in 
realizing the savings mentioned above. In the past, the 
company has been dependent on utility power for 80 per 
cent of its requirements. Now, a 1000-kw turbine generator 
provides process steam and low cost power 16 hours a day, 
reducing utility requirements to about 100 kw for evening 
and week-end power needs. The outstanding efficiency of 
the modernized boiler plant won for Graton & Knight one 
of a limited number of citations awarded for moderniza- 
tion of a steam power facilities in 1955. 

Increased efficiency is realized with a new 250-psig 
boiler which has replaced two old 165-psig boilers and an 
engine generator which formerly supplied 20 per cent of 
the tannery’s power requirements. About 80 per cent of 
the steam produced is used for power generation and the 
remainder supplies hot water and steam for tanning. Tur- 
bine exhaust feeds the 15-psig process steam header. 

Thermal insulation is a contributing factor in econom- 
ical steam and power production. An examination of in- 
sulation on the old boilers and piping system, originally 
applied in 1916, showed it to be in good condition. The in- 
sulation on the one boiler that was to be converted to oil 
and retained for heating required only minor repair. On 
the basis of this 40-year performance, the same type of in- 
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sulation, 85% Magnesia, was used on the new piping and 
equipment. 

An indirect advantage gained from this modernization 
program has been the release of space for manufacturing 
activities formerly occupied by the old engine room and 


yard.

Acquisition of all outstanding capital stock of the 
Benjamin Foster Company, Philadelphia, Pa., by the Am- 
erican Chemical Paint Company, Ambler, Pa., was an- 
nounced on September 19, 1956, in a joint staement by 
Leon Cherksey, Chairman of the Board ACP, and Benja- 
min Foster President of the Foster firm. 

The Foster Company and its subsidiary, Benjamin 
Foster Company of Canada, will operate as wholly subsi- 
diaries of the American Chemical Paint Company. No per- 
sonnel changes are planned. 

American Chemical Paint Company produces metal 
working chemicals under trade names Alodine, Granodine, 
Granodraw, Rodine, Duridine, and Lithoform; also agri- 
cultural chemicals sold under trade names of Weedone, 
Amid-Thin, Meno, Sodar Rootone. 

The Foster Company specializes in industrial coatings 
and adhesives for protection of thermal insulation and 
protective coatings for metal and concrete surfaces. Trade 
names used. by Foster are Sealfas, Lagfas, Foamseal and 
Lagtone. 

Plans are now being made by management of both 
companies to supplement and expand Foster’s facilities 
for sesearch, product development, production and sales 
to enable the company to better serve its steadily growing 
market. 

American Chemical Paint Company operates manu- 
facturing plants at Ambler, Pa., St. Joseph, Mo. Niles, 
Calif., and Windsor, Ont. The Foster plant is located in 
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LUDWIG HATSCHEK 


‘* Asbestzement’’, one of the modern working mater- 
ials, has materialized and scored success thanks to the ere- 
ative imagination of Ludwig Hatschek, an Austrian, born 
at Olmuetz on October 9, 1856. 

Ludwig Hatschek, coming from the brewery industry, 
first engaged in the manufacture of asbestos tissues, as- 
bestos cardboards and asbestos rubber articles in the small 
provineial town of Voecklabruck in Austria; later he de- 
voted his test and his perserverance to the creation of a 
substance for mass production. Such an article he con- 
ceived to be a material for roofing, made of asbestos in 
combination with a suitable adhesive agent. He applied his 
dauntless will to the difficult task he had imposed upon 
himself, and over a number of years he developed a pro- 
cedure for the manufacture of artificial stones made of as- 
bestos and Portland Cement on the round-sieve machine 
which is used for the manufacture of paste-boards. 

In 1900 his invention was patented and registered in 
all civilized countries. Three years later the trademark 
“*Eternit’’ was adopted and registered for the new work- 
ing substance which scored a world-wide success. 

The invention made by Ludwig Hatschek who died 
shortly before the First World War, does not only mean 
work and livelihood for hundreds of thousands of people. 
There are at this moment approxmately 200 plants for the 
manufacture of asbestos cement all over the world, work- 
ing in accordance with the procedure he had developed. 
He likewise created new and weleome marketing possibili- 
ties for the asbestos mines where the short asbestos fibres 
were simply thrown away on the dumps before the pro- 
cedure of Hatschek was taken up to produce asbestos ce- 
ment. Today, on the contrary, such fibres are carefully 
utilized. 

We are of opinion that on the occasion of the centen- 
ary of the birthday of the man who created an important 
branch of industry closely connected with asbestos, we 
should remember him with due gratitude in our Journal. 
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NEW FACTORIES PLANNED IN INDIA 


The establishment of new factories in South India to 
manufacture synthetic fibres acetate rayon and viscose 
staple fibre — glass wool, and asbestos cement pipes, is 
planned by the Madras Co. of K.C.P., Ltd., a combine 
with interests in sugar and confectionery, industrial alco- 
hol, cement, mining, and related fields. 

Mr. V. Ramakrishna, Director of K.C.P., Ltd. is in- 
terested in receiving quotations from U. S. technical con- 
sultants and machinery manufacturers for the factories. 

The manufacture of asbestos cement pipes will be un- 
dertaken by Andhra Cement Co., Ltd., Vijayawada, an- 
other associate company. This firm currently is manufac- 
turing 110,000 tons of cement annually, which will increase 
to 225,000 tons by the end of 1956. A plant with a ea- 
pacity of 30 tons of asbestos cement pipes a day of 3’’, 4’’, 
5”, and 6’’ internal diameter is proposed.

M. H. BAKER NAMED BIBLE CHAIRMAN 


Melvin H. Baker, Chairman of the Board of National 
Gypsum Company, has been named national chairman of 
the 16th annual ‘‘ National Bible Week’’ observance, to be 
conducted from October 15 to 21 under the sponsorship of 
the Laymen’s National Committee, Inc., an inter-faith or- 
ganization.

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J-M TO EXPAND MILL IN CANADA 


A special meeting of the Board of Directors of Johns- 
Manville Corporation held on September 12th, at Asbestos, 
Quebec, Canada, approved plans for the immediate en- 
largement of the new J-M asbestos fibre mill which became 
the largest building in Canada in terms of floor space 
when completed only last spring. The Directors inspected 
the mill, mine and plant located here. 

The new extension, which will provide 75,000 feet of 
additional milling floor space, will be the equivalent of an 
11-story building and will contain the most modern equip- 
ment to provide four additional primary milling lines, 
bringing the new mill’s total production facilities to 16 
lines. These four additional lines will replace an older mill 
which is becoming obsolete. The enlargement will permit 
increased production of certain grades of asbestos fibre, 
improve its quality, and result in more efficient operations, 
according to L. M. Cassidy, Chairman of the Board. 

The new extension will become part of the present 14- 
story structure which covers an area the equivalent of 
three football fields and has an annual capacity of 625,000 
tons of asbestos fibre.

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SYMPOSIUM ON IMPACT TESTING 


In the past few years, engineers and _ technologists 
have had increasing interest in the effect of impact and 
shock on various materials. Both on a theoretical and prac- 
tical basis, investigations have pushed forward new think- 
ing about impact testing not confined to notch bar testing. 

This symposium, sponsored by Committee E - 1 on 
Methods of Testing tries to fulfill the larger needs of this 
area of testing by including papers discussing impact and 
shock tests for parts, components and complete structures. 
Five additional papers considered timely and appropriate 
to the subject are included along with the material pre- 
sented through the symposium. 

Such innovations as the impact tube are discussed 
and environmental conditions, particularly temperature, 
are considered. The broad outlook is taken, so as to en- 
hance the practical application of this type of work. The 
book which contains many graphs, charts and photographs, 
also contains several bibliographies.

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LARGEST ROOF IN THE PACIFIC 


Diamond Head Terminal, recently completed at Hon- 
olulu in the Hawaiian Islands, is believed to be the largest 
wharf in the Paeifie under a vast roof of Asbestos Transite. 

The building walls are constructed of reinforced con- 
erete. The steel] framed roof is covered with Corrugated 
Transite, an asbestos-cement sheet material made by Johns- 
Manville. Around 13,370 sheets were needed. Each sheet 
was 42 inches wide and the lengths ran to 11 feet. 

Corrugated Transite was selected for the roof be- 
cause it is fireproof and has an exceptional record for per- 
manence even in the corrosive, salt air conditions of a ma- 
rine location. In addition to its corrosion resistance, Cor- 
rugated Transite is weatherproof and rotproof so practi- 
cally no maintenance is required. 

Those advantages were of particular value due to the 
climatie conditions which prevail in Hawaii. 

At times the humidity is high, although seldom ex- 
ceeding 85%. Heavy rains are prevalent during ‘‘kona 
weather’’ and the ‘‘rainy season’’. During windy weather 
there is a high salt content in the air, particularly along 
the seashore, and the corrosion of metals is rapid. The 
higher concentration of ultra violet rays, found near the 
Equator, tends to break down many types of materials.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS. 





General business continues good and is expected to 
pick up even more before the end of the year in most 
lines. The tightening of credit has not thus far had more 
than a slight effect on most business activity. However 
the tighter monetary policy of the F. R. B. is expected to 
make itself felt early next year and leads to some con- 
cern as to what may result in the market for automo- 
biles and housing. Over the longer term business expendi- 
tures for plant and equipment, which have been the 
backbone of the economy during 1956, may well be re- 
duced due to the high cost of borrowing money. However, 
for the moment it appears that 1956 in retrospect will al- 
most certainly have been the best year ever as measured 
by the total national output. 

ASBESTOS MANUFACTURED GOODS. 


Asbestos Textiles. A slight improvement is evident 
which is believed to be occasioned by the fact that there 
was no purchasing during the steel strike and now an at- 
tempt is being made to build small inventories. A slight 
improvement .is expected with a possibility of resumption 
of government buying during the last quarter of this year. 


Asbestos Brake Lining. Replacement sales are still 
on a high level but passenger car materials show low pro- 
fit in Industry. Sales are expected to continue high for 
several months but taper off in December due to inventory 
taxes in many States. 


Asbestos .Paper. Demand for this material, at the 
present time, seems to be about average; capacity to pro- 
duee still exceeding market demands. It is anticipated that 
the volume for the balance of the year should equal or be 
slightly above that of 1955. The demand for Millboard 
continues to decline undoubtedly due in part to uncer- 
tainty regarding election and its effect on general busi- 
ness. In spite of some delay on jobs due to the steel strike, 
Saturated Paper business is eonsidered good as compared 
with the same period in 1955. It is estimated that demand

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for the balance of the year will be good with some increase 
but still below production capacity. 

Insulation. High Pressure. Although there is more 
work being figured and executed than last year, production 
is far in excess of demand resulting in keen competition for 
every type of job using this material. It is expected that a 
heavier demand for insulating materials will be experi- 
enced between now and the end of the year; this being 
occasioned by the fact that many jobs started late in the 
spring will be up for work during that period of time. 

Insulation. Low Pressure. The demand for low pres- 
sure insulation materials is low due to the use of sup- 
planted materials in a number of places. Also, the steel 
strike has slowed up building construction in certain areas 
causing schedules to fall behind. 

Asbestos Cement Products. The market for asbestos 
cement products is very slow. 

Order placements for roofing and siding during Sep- 
tember were below what is considered normal for this 
period. 

The usual pre-winter construction activity is main- 
taining sales of all types of A-C pipe at a steady level. The 
outlook is good with possibilities of all factories being in a 
stock position by November or December of this year. 

The above comments have been made by various informed 
executives in the Industry. All comments are welcome.

A new mill, under the name Star Asbestos Company, 
was erected in Eastern Transvaal, S. Africa early this 
year. It is in the Kaapsche Hoop area in the vicinity of 
New Amianthus and Munnik Myburgh Mine. 

The new mill plant is using a complete novel milling 
process. The capacity is, at present, about 300 tons of fibre 
of all grades per month and the Company intends to in- 
crease the capacity up to 600 tons monthly. 

The new milling process which is a radical departure 
from a conservative extractions method is producing ex- 
ceptionally interesting and good results. It works fully 
automatically so that the produced fibres are of equal 
quality all the time. 

The fibre is of a high grade Chrysotile with a very 
good tensile strength and of a so-called dry character. It 
means the fiibre is free of taleum. This is of special inter- 
est for asbestos-cement producers, because this type of 
Chrysotile fibre gives a very good water-draining effect. 
The new milling process is combined with an automatic 
grading system. As a result of this the fibre produced is 
not only very clean with a very low dust content but ex- 
cellently graded.

Contract awards for future construction in August in 
the 37 eastern states amounted to $2,068,754,000, nine per- 
cent above August 1955, F. W. Dodge Corporation, con- 
struction news and marketing specialists, reported. The 
total was the highest August thus far recorded. 

During the first eight months of 1956 the cumulative 
total of awards reached a record high of $17,416,272,000, 
an eight percent increase over the like 1955 period accord- 
ing to Dodge Reports. 

Awards for each major construction eategory, in dol- 
lar terms, were the highest for any August ever recorded 
by Dodge. Non-residential awards of $746,787,000 were 10 
pereent greater than August 1955, while residential 
awards of $874,233,000 were five percent above the cor- 
responding 1955 period, in spite of a decline in the num- 
ber of new dwelling units. Heavy engineering awards of 
$447,734,000 achieved the greatest percentage gain, 18 per- 
cent. 

The first eight months cumulative totals also estab- 
lished records in each major construction category. Indi- 
vidually they show: non-residential at $6,201,801,000, up 
nine percent; residential at $7,330,820,000, up one percent 
and heavy engineering at $3,883,651,000, up 22 percent. 

Thomas 8. Holden, vice chairman of the board for 
F. W. Dodge Corporation, stated that although the dollar 
volume of contracts awarded in the residential category in 
August was greater than a year ago, the number of housing 
units contracted for was down nine percent and _ the 
amount of floor space was down two percent, reflecting 
the fact that houses being built today are averaging larger 
and more costly than those built last year.

PASSES AWAY 


Stuart R. Ralph, a vice president and director of The Flint- 
kote Company, died suddenly at his home in Westport, Conn., 
on September 6.

S. A. EXPORTS OF ASBESTOS TO AUSTRALIA 


The South African Department of Commerce and Industries 
has issued some notes of likely interest to Union Exporters. 
included are details of the recent Australian import control regu- 
lations. 

Australian asbestos imports fall under the Administrative 
Category and the overall spending on items in this Category 
will be reduced by 20% of the total imports for the period of 
1950/51 and each application dealt with on its merits. 

The value of South African exports of crude and fibre asbes- 
tos to Australia in the basic period was £945,726. Consequently, 
in broad terms, South Africa will probably have no difficulty 
in sending £756,581 (20% of the basic period value) worth of 
asbestos to Australia. 

Exports to Australia last year totaled £668,171, comprising 
11,775 tons of Amosite (£460,412), 2191 tons of Chrysotile 
(£199,651), 58 tons of Cape Blue (£4,965) and 50 tons of Trans- 
vaal blue (£3,143). 

The spokesman of an asbestos-producing company which 
supplies important tonnages of South African fibre to Australia, 
says that, so far, his company has had no difficulty in export- 
ing to that country. (Reuters). 


SURVEY OF GREEK ASBESTOS MINES 


The Kennecott Copper Corporation is making a survey of 
Greece’s Kozani, Macedonia, asbestos mines region to find out 
whether it is worth while exploiting the deposits. 

This is stated in New York by a Kennecott spokesman. He 
said it was estimated that the project would cost some eight 
million dollars, if the deposits were found to be worth mining.
